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11. Remarks 

A. Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-33 are currently pending. Claims 21-33 have been cancelled herein without 
prejudice as they do not read on the elected invention. Upon the entry of this amendment, claims 
1-20 will be pending in this application. It is respectfully submitted that no new matter has been 
added by virtue of this amendment. 

B. Restriction under 35 U.S.C. S 121 

In the Office Action, the Examiner restricted the pending claims into patentably distinct 
inventions as follows: 

Group I: claims 1-20, drawn to a method of identifying the presence or absence of an 
agglomeration complex form a sample and to a composition associated with an 
agglomeration complex; 

Group II: claims 21-28, drawn to a method for examining the efficacy of an agent; and 
Group III: claims 29-33, drawn to a kit. 

In response. Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, claims 1-20, drawn to a method of 
identifying the presence or absence of an agglomeration complex form a sample and to a 
composition associated with an agglomeration complex. Claims 21-33 have been cancelled 
without prejudice as they do not read on the elected invention.
